The Mone hath her Planet comming befoze her, as 
the Sunne bath the day Starre, ſhe doth encreaſe and di⸗ 
miniſh, and ſometimes is at the full, and ſometimes ſhee 
hath hoznes,cucn as tbe Sunne doth giue and take away 
ber clereneſſe, 

The earth is betwene them both, the Mone is in the 
firſt heauen, the Sunne in the fourth, and when the one is 
high, the other is lowe, and the other Starres are moze 
higher in the Skje,and therefo2e they ſerme leſſe then the 
Mone. The obſturitie and darkenes ofthe Mone, com · 
meth by the humours of the earth, that is dzawn oz ſucked 
bp from the earth. 

By the Geometrie of this woꝛlde, the Stade which is 
foztie roddes, doth containe 125. pates, the which are 525. 
fote, Dometimes there hath beene ſeene in the appearance 
thꝛee Sunnes,and the Pones, 

In the Aire if raineth ſometimes. naturally ſfones, 
ſackt vp by the vapours of the earth, ſometime Frogges, 
and ſometime blod in diners fignres.

_ The things there are that neuer fele any harme by 
thunders and lightnings: the Laurel tre on the Carth,the 
Eagle in the @kie,and the Scacalfe in the Sea, foz they 
neuer fall vpon their ſkinnes, therefoze beſt aſſared are 
they that are ſo clad. 

Naturally there are ſignes and fokens in the earth, the 
Dea, and the Aire, and therefoze if hath rained ſometimes 
Blood, Stones, woll. yea great ſfones accumulated in the 
apꝛe by the coldneſſe thereof, 

The Rainebowe is not ſeene in a cloſe and rainy day, 
but the Sunne beames entring into the concauites of the 
Earth. do reflexe the Sunne, and make varietie of co- 
lours,by the mixture of the clondes in the aire,and is (ene 
molt commonly in the Sommer, Allo there are neuer 
lightly ſeene aboue two Ratnebowes, 

The earth is the mother of all liuing creatures. In the 
aire is ſeene many times darknes and cloudes, the Pailes 
are deriued of the waters, but the earth is lowly, ſeruing 
to all creatures,ſhe bzingeth fozth Cozne, Wine, fruites, 
and all kind of thinges pertaining to man. Shee bzingeth 
fozth Jron, Lead, Golde, Siluer, p2ecious Stones, and 
Perbes, ſeruing vnto mans helth, vea, if tbat a Serpent 
chaunce to bite any perſon, the earth will not receiue that 
Serpent when it is dead. 

The earth is compaſſed round about with waters, the 
which is moze knowne by experience, then by arguments, 
and ſome part therof is not inhabited towards the Nozth, 
becauſe of the great cold.

There are many ſignes of mouings, and mutations of 

times, without great appearance,as in þ Sea, when that 
without winde, the wanes do riſe and rage. And in the 
Skie,when that there is a long ftripe oz line: and when 
that the well waters are troubled. 
Two mountaines haue bene ſtene naturally hitte and 
touch one another, as it they had fonghten , the waters 
meeting together to ſtriue and meruailouflp to encreaſe, 
and beaſtes to dye, 

In Alia twelue Citties were ſubuerted by the Earth- 
quakes, without perceiuing thereof at Rome. 

Nerre vnto Rome there are two hund2eth acres of 
grounde, the which doth ſhake when there are hozſes run- 
ning thereon. 

In the Ile of Paphos there is a place where there did 
neuer fall rapne. And in the ſame Jle Nea in the Cittie of 
Troados,the ſacrifices do neuer putrifie noz rot. 

Nere to Harpaſa a towne in Aſia, there is a great Moũ⸗ 

* faine,that one may ſhake with their finger, but if you put 
your whole ſtrength to it, it remaineth bnmonable. 
There are two Pountaines neere to the flode of Nyle, 
the nature of them are diuers, foꝛ the one retapneth pꝛon, 
the other caſfeth it off, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that if any of their ſhoes 
be clonted with naples, that goe vpon the ſaid hil, they can 
neither goe noꝛ ſtand, but are caſt off, and on the other hil, 
their ſhwes will ſticke faſt. 

In the Citie of Charagena, there is a tertaine grounde 
that healeth all kind of ſozes and diſeaſes, the Sea dooth 
purge in the full Mone: and the fluctnations of the Seas 
commeth by the Sunne and Mone, the which tauſeth it. 
In the bie Sea there neuer lalleth ſnowe, the Sea is moſt 
hotteſt in Minter, and ſalteſt in Semmer.

There are Spꝛinges that will make blacke Dhepe be-

At Linceſtis, there is a Fountaine of water, that wyll 
make them that dꝛinke thereof d2unken. 

Alſo in Paphlagonia,and in þ field Galenus, in the Ile 
of Andro, there is a Fountaine o2 ſpꝛing, that rendereth 
Mine every yerre in the Nonas of Januarie. 

In a ſielde called Carrimensis, in Spayne, there is a Ri- 
ner that will make the fiſhes that are therein, to ſeme of 
the colour of Gold, and if they are put into any other wa⸗ 
ter,they will ſeeme as other fiſhes, 

Among the meruayles of Fyꝛe, the Pountaine called 
Ethna, in Silicia, burneth continually, the flames wherof 
are ſeene aboue the hill toppe. An other byll that is called 
Chimera, burneth in like manner, the fire of which hyll is 
ſoner quenched with carth 02 with bay, then with water. 
In the thy2d,fourtb, fifth, and ſirt bookes, Plinie deſtri⸗ 
beth the earth, the waters and the Jlandes, and denideth 
the woꝛlde into Aſia, Afftica, and Europa. A ſia tontaineth 
the halfe of the woꝛld, in the which is Armenia, Capadoci- 
a, Albania, Suauia, where as there is no mettall but golde. 
Scithies, where as is the ſwerte Sea, and there are trees 
that bzing foꝛth ſilke, ready to ſpinne. 

India, where there are people very riche , they labour 
with Elephants, and go to warre with them, Their king

Mone neuer ſhineth with the aboue ſixe honres,they haus 
ſmall cdifices oꝛ buildings, e their victuals neuer wareth 
deare: foz their God they haue Hercules. They do electe 
and choſe an olde man to their King, which bath no chil⸗ 
dꝛen, and if he chaunce to haue any whilſt hee is king. they 
do kill them, to that ende that the kingdome be not inþe- 
rited by their elected king: they do conſtitute xxx. gouers 
nours, without whole aſſent none can bee condemned to 
death. It their king doth miſdoe, they dw pnniſh him, oz 
depoſe him from the crowne. 

This nation taketh great delight in the chaſe of Tigers 
and Elephants, and doth abounde in cozne and fruites, 
they do delight to fiſhe fo2 ſhell fiſhes , which are there 
very great, in ſo much that one may hide themſelues in 
their ſhelles. 

Alexandria the great was founded by the great King 
Alexander, and neere vnto that is the redde Sea, by the re- 
percuſſion of the Sunne, that dwth ſo colour it, oz els foz 
that the modde and the grauell is ſacþ,o2 fo2 that it is the 
nature of the water.

Europa beginneth from the Sca NMeditarene, ſo called, 
becauſe it is a flod in the middeſt of the wozlbve.

it fo2 feare not to haue retained. 

Some thinke that if they leeſe an eye that they wil ſone 
die, other wiſe they line til fiffeene 02 twenty yeres,5 moſt 
katteſt haue leaſt milke,they — in p durte 
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and myꝛe, and couch molt on the left ſide,they fatten in'fire- 
dapes, they know their maiſters bouſe,and defende one an 
other,foz if that one cry, all the reſt will runne thither. 

Among tbe wilde Bozes, the male hath great paine to 
acquaint him with the Female, and ſhe bath great dolour 
to make her yong ones : they are bozne with teth, and are 
blacke. 

In Arabia they tan not liue, neither wilde noꝛ pet tame. 

Apes doo appꝛoch much fo the ſence of man, and they2- 
kinde is, to haue no tayles,thele.kinde of beaſts, are much 
affectioned to their pong ones,theykeepe them oꝛ holde the 
al waies betwerne their armes 02 legges , befoze. theyz 
bꝛeaſts, whereby manie times they kill them: they haue 
beard on their chinne. And ſome in Ethiopia haue taites 
that can line no where els. 

Df Hares there are diuers kindes, in the bye Moun- 
taines, there are white ones, 4 in Minter they line wyfth 
ſnowe, It is ſaid that a Bare is as aide as there are purs. 
gings 03 voydings in her belly,they haue both kindes, and 
ingender one with another, and the Bare alone is meafe 
vnto men, beaſtes and foules, and therefoze hte is euer in 
feare, and goeth moze by night then by day. 

Connies are of another kind, the Pales baue great de- 
ure to eate the pong ones when thep are bozne,but the Fe- 
male hideth them,and they make great multiplication. 

Many ſoꝛtes of beaſtes there are on the earth, that doo 
mingle one kind with an other. 

Among the beaſts,Origes haue the haire long alwapes, 
tending towardes the heade, and of other beaſtes the hayze 
tendeth to wardes the taple. 

Mice are ingendꝛed on the earth. We reade that when 
Hanibal had beſieged a Towne,a $ouſe was ſold fo2 two 
bundꝛeth Crownes, the ſeller died foz famine, t the buyer 
did eſcape the hunger. The old ite are nouriſhed of the 
yong ones, by great clementie.

They 
haue no bled, but inſtede of blod haue humiditie 
and moyſture in the body, which maketh them gine bothe 
ſound and boite, tu aſpire and reſpire ; they baue neither 
hart noꝛ liuer, but only certaine bowels, and haue eyes e 
other ſentements t feelings, their head moueth not with- 
out the body, bnleſſe it be pulled off. 

Among the which, the god flies a hony Bees baue tente 
and labour foz the publike pꝛafte, they haue among them 
P2inces,and conductours of their counſel, and maner how 
te behaue themſelues in their frequentations, Jn the win 
ter they are hidden, ſoʒ that they cannot reſiſt the mowes, 
windes, and make hony and > 56 Math 
goe to their wozke they neuer leeſe any fime.. 

Firſt they wipe oz rubde their Ppue with thinges that 
are bitter, as the Gum of tries, and other things fo2 to take 
the faſt from other beaſts of the ſwetneſſe of they; hony: 
afterward they make their chambers oz dwellings, then 
they make their yong ones without cozruption, and after 
that they make their hony and ware, of floures, +-p2ouids 
fode foz winfer,otherwiſe bitter meate full ofhumoz ſe- - 
perated from hon y. 

On nights in their voyage, when they are from therꝛ 
wonted place to reſt, they lie their belly vpward, to kepe 
their wings from the dewe. The maner of their wozkes is 
fo remaine ſome of them at the gate oz doze of the Ypne, 
there fo kepe watch, as the cuſtome is of a Caſtle: in the 
night they reſt till the mozning, except thoſe that are ap⸗ 
pointed to watch, ot the. one of them in the mozning 


goeth about making a ſound oz noiſe,as it were a Trũpet, 
and 
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and then enery one departeth and flicth away, if the day be 
faire, other wile they continue in their houſes, i they know 
the diſpoſition of times, the yong ones goe oz die abzoade 
into the fleldes,x the old ones remaine to make the wozke, 
oz to deuide the romes within. Some bzing the flowzes.to 
the entrie of their place, others do diſcharge it, & carieth it

Some do garnich, ſome polliſh, ſome ſucke, and others 
make ready fode of that which is bzought in, foz they liue 
together, and do not ſeperate,to the end. that equally they;

to come in at, and ſome to goe fozth by: the moſt honny is 
in the bygbeſt rome, | 

If there chaunce to riſe a great wind wbyilt they are in 
the fleldes, then they lie cloſe to the grounde along p bed» 
ges, and they take a little ſtone oz earth to be moze waigh- 
tier, to the end the wind beare them not away, and lode 

they? floures in they2 fozefete againſt their bꝛeaſts. 
Cboſe that are appointed maiſters o2 onerſers of they 
phouſe, will chaſtice thoſe that are negligent and low. 
They neuer file noz make filth in their Hiue they are ſo 
fleane. Jn the night their watch being ſet, they rety2e info 
their todging,and make a murmuring oz noyſe, ſkill dimi- 
niſhing till that one maketh the laſt ſounde oz Trumpet. 
flying in the middeſt of them, and then they ceaſe off all til 
the mozning. Firſt they make their common houſes, and 
then the houſe of their king oz Captaine whom they doo 
elec and chooſe. 

Among theſe god flyes, there are others moze greater 
without ting, which ſerue at the wozkes,and to chafe oz 
warme the yong ones betwene their feete, and they are 
ſkraightly cozreced,x if they faile, without any remiſſion, 

Theſe make their king a faire houſe, pinacled like a Ca- 
le, ſeperated from others houſes.

oh ' ners 
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ners fo2 the wozke of their ſire fete, and they make them 
in cloſe,darke,o2 rainie dayes , and af ſach times they fill 
the vpper Celles with honny,and in a faire and clere day

The maner how the yang ones are bo2ne,there is great 
difficultie,fo2 they neuer couer one another. There was 
a Romaine that made a hiue of clere lanterne hoꝛnes foz 
to ſee their wozkes , and it ſeemeth that they make little 
woꝛmes, that become flyes, and befoze that they haue fea- 
thers, there is nothing that the dame deſtreth moze to eafe 
when their beads are pulled of, | 

Their king is choſen in euery ſwarme 02 company,and 
they choſe him that is greateſt : he is known, foz he hath 
a ſpot in the foꝛehead. It he goe 02 flie to the fieldes : the 
others follow him as bis garde, and be goeth not out ok 
the Biue,vnleſſe that all the reſt do followe. 

If be haue a wing bzoken oz periched, hee gooth not out 
of the Hiue, he onely taketh no paines, but admoniſheth 
them of their wozke. Af by adniſe of counſellhe commeth 
fozth,euery one putteth their paine to ſerue him, and wyll 
carry him il be be weary. It be haue a ting, yet he vſeth 
it not. When they infende fo depart and leaue the hiue, 
certaine dates befoze, they murmare and make : noble, 
and flpe their way by tempeſts. 

Ditentimes they be at fkrife fo2 their bondes efiowzes, 
oꝛ if one Hiue haue no fode,they will ſpoyle another, and. 
their King doth defend them. 

Ak there want vittailes, they kill oz dziue away thoſe 
flpes that haue no ſting. It their ſting be once bzoken, they 
are tamed 02 faint hearted,as a gelded body,and can pzofit 
no moꝛe, ſuch haue places a part fo2 to retire them. | 

te ſheepe,fa2 they can ſcarce get out of they: 
woll. they bate Crabbes oz Crenites, and if there 
be an n neere to their place, the fmell of them well 
make them die, 

They haue many dileaſes,aud if any of them die, hey 
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bing him out of theirrowmes, and caſt him out of their 
Bine as making of funeralles. 

If their King die, tdey do moꝛe, ſoz then they make ſuch 
doloz and ſo rob, that they de nothing. By this and by to 
much taking of their honnp, they die often times, 

Tbey haue ſence and vnder ſtanding to heare, and doo 
reiopte, and at the ſound of a Baſon they will aſſemble, 

When their wozke is finiſhed they flpe abꝛoade, then 
returne to their Pine oꝛ houſe. The age is ſeanen yeercs, 
they neuer touch any Car ion, as Crowes, Rites, g other 
flpes doe. Their bony commeth as it were a ſweate from 
heauen, ſpittte from the ſtarres, 02 liquoz from the ay2e, 
when in the ſp2ing time the ſaid moiſture falleth on. the 
leaues and the Dew, and the Bees receiueth it, and caricth 
it into their Pyue. 

Che hony at þ firſt is as clere as water, it bopleth like 
newe wine, and purgeth, the twenty dap it fatteneth, then 
it hardeneth, and caſteth a little ſkinne like a ſcumme, tyer 
is waies how to get the hony,foz want of fode cauſeth the 
Bees to diſperſe andflie their wayes,02 die, and to great 
aboundaunce maketh them vap2ofitable, foz they labour 
no moze then is neceſſarie 02 needeful,x therfoze þ twelfth 
part is their poꝛtion that they oaght to leaue them. 

Df hony is made many medicinable things, ſeruing fo 
iche one, Some leane the fenth parte, and it it be not fall 
but almoſt emptie, ye ought not to touch it. 

Chat hony that cleaueth together oz th2eedeth , is not 
god, but when incontinently it bzeaketh in taking of it, it 
ts a god ligne, 

Allo the good ſmelling hony that hath a colour like gold, 
and ſwe&te in the talk, is a ſigne of goodneſſe. The wylde 
hony is not ſo god as the other. 

Spiders and Dpinners haue within them ſuch fertilitie 
that they ſpinne beginning in the middeſt, and they make 
thꝛeds very ſubtill. They make their pong ones like

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Sco2pſons towards the Eaſt are very-benemous, and 

they make little wozmes like Egges, of which commeth

Locuſtes oz Graſhoppers make Egges, they goe on the 
ground with their tlawes. The Parthians do eate them, 

Alſo Ants make Egges, ot the which growe 1 
ones: and as the god flyes do congregate their wozkes, 
fo they hide their fode in the earth,foz to liue with in the 

ter. They haue knowledge howe to beuide the great 
graine Acozne,and they dzie them that are wet in þ Som⸗ 
mer, they wozke by night in the fall Pone, one commeth | 
to another fo2 their burthens, and it (eemeth that in them 
is mutnall loue in the diligence of theyz wozke. 

Among other beaſtes they burie one another when they 
are dead, 

The Butfferflie tommeth of a little wozme in tha 
dayes, ſhe groweth alſo of wood wherein is humiditie. 

Chere are beaſtes full of blood that die ſo ſone as they 
are full,foz behinde they haue na ifſne, they are ingendzed 
vnder Dren,and ſometime on Dogges. 

In Cypres there grow in the furnaces, of flyes greafe 
flying flyes,called Piralis oz Piranſta,y die when thep art 
out of the fire. And ſome there are called Hemorobios, that 
die that daie that they take life.
